A sympathetic, tender occasionally terse story of a bomter base in Italy, 
and of the gradual fraternization of a farming village with the Americans stationed 
there. It is through Eddie Amato, bombardier, whose uncle's farm is nearry, that ih2 
Italians lose their fascistically indoctrinated mistrust of the Americans. Sergive 
the ruin their bombs are bringing to Italy. kddie and the boys use spirs time to 
work the farm; a La Guardia broadcast from America draws them closer; =éi.¢ saves 
his uncle's vineyard from a blight; and he falls in love with Nina, at first hostile, 
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but soon won over. It is only when Eddie is robbed of the peasants’ money by his 
sullen cousin, Ricardo, that the peasants turn against him - until their faith in 
him is reasserted as they testify in his favor, while Ricardo is taken in by the AMG. 
A kindly story of Italo-American cooperation, a love story too, but not surely 
predictable.

* A novel of considerable substance and balance, with a thematic problem in 


its presentation of one of Canada's minorities (this time the French-Catholic), well 
differentiated characterization, and an appealing love story. In other words, a good 
novel in the best tradition, - of regional, religious and family pressures, of dis- 
solving standards in a modernizing world. In the beginning, it is the story of 
Athanase Tallard, seigneur of the Catholic, anti-British village of St. Mare, - 
Athanase who shocked the village by his friendship with the English, by his second 
marriage to a very young woman, by his private heresies, - and who finally broke with 
the church and ended his life without money or caste. It is next the story of Paul, 
his son by that second marriage, of the hard years which followed the bankruptcy and 
death of his father, and of his love for Heather, daughter of one of Montreal's most 
prominent, most wealthy, most English-Protestant families. Certain angles, certainly, 
bear parallel with Earth And High Heaven; it is however a less concentrated story of 
prejudice, - a wider picture of national and religious hostility, of ancestral canons 
and change. A book which should be able to combine critical appreciation with a 
popular following.

But it suggests 
it in the sense of conflict between haves and have nots - in the implications of the 
significance of Ireland's peasant wars - 1942 as well as 1932 ~- which the press has 
ignored or misrepresented. It suggests the offshoots of Nazi infiltration and of 
anti-British feeling which was played upon by both sides, to the confusion of all.

Telescoping earlier 
events to give completion to his story, here are primarily the years of Swift's re- 
turn to Ireland as Dean of St. Patrick - the years of public persecution which his 
writing brought him, the years of private anguish as he was caught between Stella and 
Vanessa, Stella -— who since she was a little girl was to be his gentle, forgiving, 
ministering friend ~ Vanessa, passionate and persistent, whom he desired and who 
instilled in him the irreconcilable conflict between flesh and intellect. More than 
lifesized, Swift is a powerful figure, driven by rage, contempt, and the devil of 
pride; possessed by his disgust of the flesh to which his body acquiesced. It is a 
sad story, which brought no peace in spite of the marriage (here assumed) to Stella 
which was to delete the desire for Vanessa, the marriage which brought further 
quarrels between the "violent friends", and which only ended in the death of Vanessa 
and Stella. The quiet, delicate ways of Stella, ~- the seductive persuasiveness of 
Vanessa, - the discord which these two brought to Swift, a titanic figure, ~ here 
made into a compelling story, At a time when good biography is as lacking as it is 
now, this may fill a dual purpose. and have a wider audience than books of its kind 
have had.

It is entertaining enough in the incredible adventures in good living, 
always on the edge of financial bankruptcy, but making up for it in overflowing 
measure of zest for life, generosity, abounding faith that the Lord will provide.
